them that under Pope’s recent orders they could 
have their cholce—take the oath of allegiance 
and conduct themselves as loyal citizens, or 
go to Richmond. All but five took the oath. 
These five Milroy at once arrested. Schenck 
performed a somewhat similar operation at 
Woodville, Both divisions contioued pushing 
forward, and general activity is exhivited.
